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2005  WISCONSIN  ACT  326
AN ACT to create 349.13 (1k) of the statutes; relating to: the parking of vehicles on highways.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1.  349.13 (1k) of the statutes is created to
read:

349.13 (1k) (a)  Notwithstanding s. 86.32 (1) and any
other provision of this section, and as provided in par. (b),
a local authority, with respect to highways under its juris-
diction including connecting highways within corporate
limits, may authorize persons whose residences abut a
highway in a zone where parking is prohibited by official
signs, guests of such persons, and commercial enterprises
providing services to such persons to park their vehicles
in the highway zone without regard to the posted prohibi-
tions.

(b)  If a University of Wisconsin System college cam-
pus located in a 1st class city creates 721 parking spaces
on campus, a 1st class city may initiate a program to
reserve 721 parking spaces for persons whose residences
are adjacent to the University of Wisconsin System col-
lege campus, guests of such persons, and commercial
enterprises providing services to such persons.  If a Uni-
versity of Wisconsin System college campus located in
a 1st class city creates additional parking spaces on cam-
pus, a 1st class city may reserve an equal number of park-
ing spaces for persons whose residences are adjacent to
the University of Wisconsin System college campus,
guests of such persons, and commercial enterprises pro-
viding services to such persons.
